\renticeship. — In  my  report  of  hist 

I  had  the  honor  to  invite  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  to  the  many  com- 
plaints of  abuses  under  the  apprentice  sys- 
tem in  Maryland.  No  general  remedy  has 
pet  been  found  for  these  evils.  Efforts 
were  made  last  winter  to  induce  the  Gen- 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  to  change  the 
law.  which  in  some  of  its  provisions,  is 
plainly  in  conflict  with  the  Civil   Rights 

mt  these  efforts  were  ineffectual.  Af- 
terwards, .-o  urgent  was  the  cry  that   came 

■  in  parents  deprived  of  their  children, 
and  from  children  held  in  virtual  slavery, 
(many  of  whom  having  grown  to  the  full 
stature  of  men  and  women.)  that  the  evils 
of  the  system  were  made  kuown  to  an  ap- 
propriate committee  of  Congress,  and  a  bill 
to  remedy  them  was  presented  to  the  Sen-

lality  and  abuse8<rf  Apprenticeship.-- 
I '.ut  the  great  cause  of  complaint,  is  that 
the  apprentices  have  been,  in  most  cases,  il- 
legally bound,  according  to  the  law  itself. 
The  consenl  of  the  parents  has  not  been 
obtained,  or  they  were  not  summoned  be- 
fore the  Court,  or  no  proof  was  given  that 
they  could  not  support  their  children.  In- 
deed, in  many  cases  the  children  are  capa- 
ble of  supporting  both  themselves  and  their 
parents,  and  hence  the  Court  had  no  right 
to  assume  that  they  were  a  public  charge 
and  apprentice  them.  An  example  of  this 
recently  came  under  my  observation. 

Passing  through  Calvert  county  I  was  met 
by  a  woman  upon  the  road,  who  had  walked 
some  distance  to  see  me,  who  complained  that 
her  son,  an  able-bodied  young  man  of  twenty 
years  of  age, and  her  daughter  of  sixteen  years 
had  been  apprenticed  in  1864  against  her  will. 
She  begged  piteously  for  the  release  of  her 
children  that  she  might  see  them,  and  also 
have  their  assistance  in  her  own  support. 
While  in  the  county,  many  parents  came  to 
me  with  like  complaints  and  petitions.  Bre- 
vet  Mai.  W.  L.  \  an  Derlip,  to  whose  sub- 
District  this  county  belongs,  reports  that  in 
a  recent  visit  to  that  county  he  found  a  wo- 
man confined  in  jail  on  the  charge  of  per- 
suading her  child,  a  girl  sixteen  years  of  age. 
to  run  away  from  her  master.  The  woman 
says  the  girl  came  to  her  house  the  next  day 
after  a  meeting  of  the  colored  people,  ad- 
dressed by  myself  and  others  in  the  interest 
of  education,  saying  she  was  free  now,  the 
speakers  had  said  so.  The  mother  allowed 
her  to  remain,  and  in  a  day  or  two  the  girl 
was  taken  away  and  the  mother  sent  to  jail. 

Maj.  W.  I..'  Van  Derlip  reports  further. 
that  this  woman  is  confined  in  the  same  room 
with  a  colored  man,  and  that  it  is  the  prac- 
.  ice  to  put  all  the  prisoners,  men  and  women, 
lie  has  requested  Judge  D. 
;:.  Magruder,  who  resides  at  thesame  place, 
to  have  Mich  gross  immorality  and  indecency 
died. 

lu  case  of  a  plain  violation  of  the  law.  or 
of  known  inhumanity  on  the  part  of  the  mas- 
petitions   for  writs-  of  habeas  corpus 
led  1>\   tile  agenl  of  this  Bureau  before 
any  Judge  where  there  was  a  probability  they 
would  be  granted.     Judge  Hugh  L.  Bond,  of 
the  Criminal  Court  of  Baltimore,  issued  these 
writs  in  all  such  cases  brought  to  his  notice, 
and  the  apprentice-,  w  i  re  released,     to  some 
•  tey  were  afterwards  recovered  by 


the  masters   by  writs  of  replevin.     And  the 
General  Assembly,  in  support  of  this  iniquit-t 
ous  system,   passed   a  law  depriving   Judge 
Bond  of  the  power  to  issue   the  writs  of  ha- 


beas corpus  in  eases  of  apprenticeship. 

On  the  2nd  of  April,    1807,  Henry    Stock- 
bridge.    Esq.,  of  Baltimore,  was  appointed 
from  these   Headquarters   a  Special    Agent 
for  the  management  of  eases  of  illegal  and 
unjust  apprenticeship.     After  the  passage  of 
the  law  above   mentioned,  Mr.  Stockbridge, 
witli  the  co-operation   of  Rfaj.  Van    Derlip, 
filed  petitions  for  writs  of  habeas  corpus  be- 
fore Judge   Giles  in  the  United   States   Dis 
trict  Court,  but  the  Judge   refused   to  issue 
the  writs  on  the  ground    that  the  Dred  Scott 
decision  is  the  law  of  the  land,  and  that  the 
parents  of  the  childrenare  not  citizens  of  the 
United  States.      From    this  decision    an  ap- 
peal was  made  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where 
it  now  awaits  action.     Another  case   involv- 
ing all  the  controverted    points   has  recently 
been  brought  before  Chief  Justice  Chase  as 
one  of  the  Judges  of  the  United   States  Cir- 
cuit Court.     The  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was 
issued  returnable  before  him  in  Baltimore  on 
the  loth  inst.,  where  it  will  be  argued,  and  it 
is  hoped  a  decision  reached,  as  it  will  be  of 
general   application.     Meanwhile  the   com- 
plaints pour  in,  showing  the  wicked  injustice 
of  the  system.     Maj.  Van  Derlip,    stationed 
at  Annapolis,  reports  over  two  thousand  com- 
plaints during  the  year.     In  this  connection 
he  says  :   "  Not  a  day  passes  but  my  office  is 
visited  by  some  poor  woman  who  has  walk- 
ed perhaps   ten  or  twenty   miles  to  see  the 
Agent  of  the  Bureau,  and  try  to  procure  the 
release  of  her  children,  taken  forcibly  away 
from  her  and  held  to  all  intents  and  purpos- 
es in  slavery.     If  she  visits  them  to  see  af- 
ter their  health,  and  how  they   are  treated. 
she  is  arrested  and  sent  to  the  penitentiary.  " 
During  my  visit  to  Calvert   county,  where 
there  are  five  hundred  cases  of  apprenticing 
under  this   system,    the  appeals  of  these  op- 
pressed persons  were   so  numerous  and  ur- 
gent that,  despairing  of  any  immediate  help 
from  the   Supreme  Court.  I  resolved   to  try 
another  alternative,  with  the  hope  that  some 
few  of  the  worst  cases   might  be  relieved. — 
I    saw    one    of  the    Judges   of  the   Orphans' 
Court  which  had  made  these  indentures,  and 
laid  before  him  the    facts  as  made,  known  to 
me.     lie  assured    me  that  the   Court  would 
reconsider    any    of   these    cases    if  properly 
presented,  and  where   illegality   or  ill-treat- 
ment  should  be  plainly  proved,  would  annul 

the  indentures.      !  le  thought  the  Court  would 
be  more;  inclined  to  a  favorable  consideration 


owing  to  the  prevailing  distrust  of  negro  tes 
imony,  or  generally  in  that  county  its  utter 
rejection,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  Court 
would  he  naturally  opposed  to  reversing  its 
own  action,  I  look  for  small  results  from  this 
source.  It  was  in  this  county  that  the  ease 
of  Shannon  occurred,  (already  reported  to 
the  Commissioner.)  who  was  convicted  of 
manslaughter  in  the  face  of  the  unanimous 
testimony  of  twelve  colored  persons,  to  the 
effect  that  Shannon  did  not  offer  violence  to 
any  one  until  lie  had  himself  been  pursued 
and  shot  through  the  hip,  whereupon  he 
turned  upon  his  assailants,  killing  one  of  the 
niiinl  i  ". 

In  view  of  the  palpable  and  unavoidable 
injustice  of  this  apprentice  system  as  it 
exists,  the  suffering  of  the  victims  and  the 
inadequacy  of  the  Courts  either  to  release  in 
general  the  children  now  held  in  practical 
slavery,  or  to  prevent  the  binding  of  others 
under  the  same  law,  I  would  most  earnestly 
urge  the  necessity  of  an  enactment  of  Con- 
gress to  remedy  this  great  evil. 

Violations  of  the  Civil  Bights  Jet. — There 
have  been  several  instances  reported  of  vio- 
lation of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  on  the  part  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  Maryland,  who  have 
refused  to  allow  the  testimony  of  negroes  and 
to  issue  warrants  on  their  affidavit.  Proceed- 
ings have  been  instituted  against  these  mag- 
istrates in  pursuance  of  the  Act. 

Notwithstanding  the  decision  of  Judge  Bow- 
ie, of  the  Maryland  Court  of  Appeals,  in  .in- 
ly, 1866,  sustaining  the  constitutionality  of 
the  Civil  Rights  law,  Judge  D.  R.  Magruder, 
a  few  months  later,  refused  to  admit  negro 
testimony.  In  November,  through  the  agen- 
cy of  this  Bureau,  complaint  was  entered 
against  him,  and  at  the  December  term  of 
the  United  States  District  Court  he  was  in- 
dicted. Again  in  December  complaint  was 
made  against  the  same  Judge  for  ordering 
freedmen  to  be  sold  in  accordance  with  a 
Maryland  Statute  providing  for  the  sale  of 
negroes  as  a  punishment  for  crime,  and  he 
was  indicted  in  the  same  court  for  that  also. 
The  former  case  is  before  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court.  The  other  indictment  is  still 
pending  in  the  District  Court,  (Judge  Giles,) 
and  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ridgely,  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney.  The  latter  has  been  repeat- 
edly requested  to  bring  these  cases  to  trial, 
but  as  yet  lie  has  (ailed  to  do  so. 

The  new  constitution  of  Maryland,  adopt 
ed  on  the  L8th  of  Sept.,  1867,  declares  that 
no  person  shall  be  incompetent  as  a  witness 
on  account  of  race  or  color,  unless  hereafter 
sodeclaredby  act  of  the  General   Assembly, 


if  the  cases  were  prepared  by  a  lawyer  of  J  This  leaves  the  question  still  unsettled,  inas 
that  county.  1  therefore  appointed  J.  S.  much  as  the  majority  of  the  next  General 
Dalrymple,  Esq.,  of  Calvert  county.  Special  !  Assembly  will  probably  be  opposed  to  negro 
Agent  of  this  Bureau  for  this  purpose.     But  I  testimony,     It  is  the  more  important,  there 


fore,  that  the  case  now  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  tube  tried  before  Chief  Justice 
Chase  and  Judge  Giles,  be  speedily  decided, 
that  violations  «>t'  the  Civil  Rights  An  in 
Maryland  in  this  particular  may  not  have  the 
sanction  of  the  Suite  law. 

In  West  Virginia  the  laws  make  few  if  any 
discriminations  against  colon  d  persons,  and 
for  the  most  part  their  administration  is  im- 
partial. In  some  places  there  lias  been  a 
disposition  on  the  part  of  local  authorities  to 
neglect  the  rights  of  the  negroes  under  the 
free  school  law.      This  will  ho  more  fully  es 

plained  in  that  part  of  this  report  relating  to 
schools. 
Claim*  of  Colored  Soldiers. — Since  the 
geof  the  Act  in  relation  to  the  paying 
of  bounties,  the  officers  of  this  Bureau  in 
the  various  counties  of  Marvland  have  been 
often  applied  to  by  discharged  soldiers  and 
their  families  for. information  and  assistance 
in  collecting  their  money.  They  are  gener- 
ally referred  tosome  trustworthy  claim  agents 
to  prepare  and  attend  to  their  claims,  but  in 
some  places  the  officers  have  prepared  the 
papers  and  forwarded  them  directly  to  the 
Claim  Division  of  this  Bureau.  Brevet  Maj. 
Van  Derlip,  at  Annapolis,  has  assisted  in  the 
disbursement,  after  the  accounts  have  been 
settled. 

Marriages. — The  efforts  made  for  the  cor- 
rection of  the  evils  pertaining  to  the  mar- 
riage relation  among  the  freed  people,  men 
tinned  in  my  last  annual  report,  have  been 
continued  during  the  year.  Certificates  ol 
marriage  were  printed,  having  upon  the  back 
Cl  of  Congress  legalizing  existing  mar- 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  for 
W(  si  Virginia,  having  a  similnr  act  of  the 
State  Legislature,  (see  appendix  "B." 
These  were  furnished  to  colored  ministers. 
tea, 'her-  of  freedmen  and  others  inter,  sted 
in  this  work  of  reform,  to  be  distributed  in 
th<  cases  coming  to  their  knowledge  where 
the  marriage  of  the  parties  had  been  legaliz 
ed  by  these  acts.

About  half  this  number  had  lived  together 
in  slavery  without  any  form  of  marriage  j  the 
remainder  had  had  a  marriage  ceremony  of 
some  sort  performed. 

The  reports  state  that  the  colored  people 
gladly  received  the  certificates  of  legal  mar- 
riage when  they  understood  their  object ;  thai 
many  of  them  did  not  know  that  Congress 
had  passed  a  law  legalizing  the  old  slave 
marriage. 

The  number  of  those  found  living  togeth- 
er illegally,  and  the  number  of  illegitimate 
children  show  the  great  need  of  reform. — 
The  laws  in  this  District  pertaining  to  the 
marriage  relation,  ami  crimes  arising  from 
its  disregard,  are  fearfully  lax  and  inade- 
quate, e.  g. 

There  is  no  law  against  persons  living  to- 
gether and  cohabiting  without  marriage.  The 
only  penalty  for  adultry  is  a  fine  of  ten  dol- 
lars. The  punishment  prescribed  for  bastar- 
dy is  the  payment  of  thirty  dollars  per  annum 
until  the  child  is  s<  ?en  years  old.  There  is 
no  specific  statute  against  infanticide. 

Through  the  effort-  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Marriages,  with  the  ad\  ice  of  Judge  Geo. 
P.  Fisher,  of  this  I  a  Bill  was  prepar- 

ed and  laid  before  Congress  last  winter  to 
remedy  these  glaring  defects  of  legislation. 

In  Maryland  a  law  was  enacted  March  22, 
1867,  making  valid  existing  marriages  be- 
tween colored  people,  providi  d  the  parties 
establish  the  faci  of  their  marriage  by  a  com- 
petent person  by  sufficient  proof  before  a 
Justice  pf  the  Peace;  a  certificate  of  which 
must  he  Bled  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county.

cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown  have 
paid  the  salaries  i  achers,  and  about 

five  thousand  dollars  of  incidental  expenses. 

In  West  Virginia,  some  dozen  of  the  teach- 
ers have  been  paid  in  part  from  the  public 
school  fund  which  the  law  requires  to  1  e  ex- 
pended impartially  for  whites  and  blacks, 
but  which  has  been  hither!  o  of  small  amount. 

The  chief  expenditure  of  the  Bureau  in  aid 
of  the  schools  has  been  heretofore 'in  the 
rentals  and  repairs  of  buildings;  the  repairs 
being  mainly  in  fitting  up  school-rooms  in 
Government  barrack-.  Sixty-two  schools, 
averaging  fifty  scholars  each,  have  been  thus 
provided  for  during  the  pasl  year,  at  a  cost 
of  about  seven  thousand  dollars.  Many  of 
the  night  schools,  also,  have  been  held  in  the 
same  buildings. 

A  considerable  expense  has  been  incurred 
for  school  furniture,  including  desks,  chairs, 
and  stoves. 

The  transportation  of  teachers  from  and 
to  their  homes,  the  greater  part  in  distant 
States,  furnished  on  the  certificate  of  the  Su- 


perintendent of  Education  that  they  are  duly 
accredited  to  some  society,  or  are'  teaching 
gratuitously,  is  an  item  of  large  expense  in 
this  District,  but  as  the  final  settlement  of 
this  account  is  made  by  the  Chief  Quarter- 
master  of  the  Bureau,  no  record  of  the 
amount  is  kept  at  these  headquarters.  By 
order  of  the  War  Department  on  presentation 
of  credentials  from  the  Bureau,  teacher.-* 
have  been  allowed  to  purchase  fuel  and  ra- 
tions at  cost  value.  As  some  of  the  societies 
pay  the  board  and  other  expenses  of  their 
teachers. this  arrangement  has  enabled  them, 
by  diminishing  these  expenditures,  to  send 
more  into  the  field. 

But  besides  the  aid  to  schools  rendered  in 
the  ways  already  mentioned,- a  more  perma- 
nent .work  has  been  undertaken  in  this  Dis- 
trict, in  the  construction  of  new  school- 
houses  proper.  The  last  appropriation  of 
ss  for  the  Bureau  was  voted  in  terms 
authorizing  expenditures  for  this  purpose. 

From  the  entire  appropriation  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  the  Commissioner  set  apart 
twenty-live  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  each  Assist- 
ant Commissioner.  Accordingly,  in  this  Dis- 
trict seventeen  school-houses  have  been 
erected  by  the  assistance  of  this  Bureau,  dis- 
tributed as  follows  :  Jn  Maryland,  eight,  in 
District  of  Columbia,  six,  in  West  Virginia* 
two,  in  Virginia  one. 

There  are  besides,  twenty-six  in  process  ot 
building,  in  aid  of  which  funds  of  this  Bureau 
have  been  contributed;  of  these,  twenty-two 
are  in  Maryland,  three  in  West  Virginia,  and 
one  is  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

My  purpose  in  the  disbursement  of  this 
land  for  the  educational  interests  of  the  freed- 
men,  has  been  to  make  its  benefits  as  Lasting 
as  possible,  and  at  the  same  time,  by  secur 
ing  the  co-operation  of  the  freedmen  them 

Selves,  and  other  agencies,  to  expend  as  lit- 
tle as  possible  in  each  place,  and  thus  extend 
its  bench  Is  to  the  greatest  number  of  commu- 
nities. A  differentplan  wastherefore  adopted 
for  each  of  the  three  political  divisions  of  the 
District,  viz:  District  of  Columbia,  Mary- 
land, and  West  Virginia,  adapted  to  t he  dif- 
ferent public  school  systems  and  other  ci-r- 
cumstances. 

Schools  in  tli?  District  of  Columbia. — 
In  the  District  of  Columbia,  there  are  bylaw 
of  Congress,  three  trustees  of  colored  schools. 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 
Hon.  Sayles  J.  Bowen  has  been  wisely  re- 
tained as  one  of  the  trustees  since  their  first 
appointment  in  1862.  The  other  two  at  the 
presenl  time  are  Alfred  Jones  (colored)  and 
A.  G.  Hall.  By  act  of  1864,  the  colored 
children  are  entitled  to  a  proportionate  share 
of  the  public  school  fund.  The  cityauthori- 
tiea  of  Washington,  however,  putting  a  dif- 


ferent  interpretation  upon  the  law,  refused 
to  pay  to  the  Trustees  the  entire  sum  claimed. 

hi  Julv,  L866,  an  act  was  passed  so  con- 
struing the  law  of  1884  that  the  city  gov- 
ernment could  not,  under  a  pretext  of  a  dif- 
ferent  interpretation,  evade  the  payment  of 
the  amount  due  for  colored  schools.  But  as 
the  former  act  made  the  fund  payable  in  Oc- 
tober of  each  year  the  amount  for  last  school 
vear  was  retained  on  this  ground  till  Oct.  1867, 
and  has  not  as  vet.  therefore,  been  available 
for  the  schools.  The  act  of  1866.  referred 
to,  gave  power  to  the  trustees  also  to  main- 
tain an  action  of  debt  against  the  City  of 
Washington  for  the  past  dues,  under  the  act 
of  1864.  The  trustees  accordingly  broughl 
suit  for  about  twenty  thousand  doUaa 
obtained  favorable  judgment.  An  appeal 
was  taken,  and  awaits  the  decision  of  the  Su- 
preme Court.  .Meanwhile,  by  means  01  the 
fate  election,  a  partial  change  has  taken  place 
in  the  administration  of  the  city  government 
of  Washington,  and  the  board  of  Ci 
Council  have  recently  declared  in  favor  ■  I 
paying  all  the  dues  claimed  by  the  Trustees,

The   board  of  Common    Council  has  the

the  payment  of  all  thai  is  due  for  co 
schools"  under  the  law.     They  seem  dj 
to  take  this  stand.    It  is  probable,  therefore, 
that  the  trustees  will  recover  pasl  du< 
that  in  future  an  equitable  share  of  the  pub- 
lic school  fund  will  be  received  for  colored 
schools. 

In  this  view  it  would  seem  that  no  assist- 
ance is  needed  either  from  this  -Bureau  or  the 
aid  societies  to  schools  in  the  District 
lumbia.  But  a  year  ago  the  prospect  was 
far  different,  and  even  at  the  close  rathe  last 
school  term  in  July,  when  the  decision  was 
made  to  continue  the  aid  of  the  societu  -  I  i 
some  «-m  ci  it  anotherterm,  (reducing  the  num- 
ber of  their  teachers  to  twenty-seven.)  the 
other  alternative  appeared  to  be  a  reduction 
of  one-halt'  in  the  cumber  of  schools,  and  a 
,  iln-  part  of  the  scholars  deprived  oi 
schooling,  of  much  of  what  they  had  already 

acquired. 

As  early  as  thw  Bummerof  1866,  something 
.;i-  done  by  this  Bureau  in  co-operation  with 
the  trustees  towards  the  erection  of  school- 
ander  the  old  appropriation  for ''rent- 
al and  repairs."  They  having  purchased  a 
site  on  •'  M,"  near  17th   street,   and   offering 


to  pay  for  the  construction  and  for  a  portion 
of  tie  tora  school-house,  and  many 

of  the  rooms  used  for  schools  being  really 
unfit  for  the  puipose,  (some  being  in  base- 
ments of  churches,  low,  damp,  and  poorly 
lighted,  others  in  government  buildings, with 
walls  unceiled  and  too  thin  to  be  a  protection 
from  the  cold. )  it  was  agreed  that  this  Bureau 
ond-hand  lumber  of  the 
old  barracks,  on  corner  of  "  M"  and  14th 
Bts,  which  had  been  used  for  schools,  to 
aid  in  erecting  a  two-story  school-house, with 
eight  rooms,  and  a  capacity  for  four  hundred 
scholars.  The  building  was  completed  in 
season  for  the  last  school  term. 

Afterwards  a  similar  school-house,  upon  a 
site  purchased  by  the  Trustees,  was  built  in 
Georgetown,  the  Bureau  furnishing  most  of 
the  materials  and  paying  for  a  portion  of  the 
labor. 

During  the  past  summer  two  large  brick 
buildings  have  been  erected  in  this  city  (one 
on  the  Island  and  one  on  O  street,  between  4th 
and  5th,)  in  the  same  manner  by  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  Trustees  and  the  Bureau,  at 
a  cost  of  about  seven  thousand  dollars  each, 
of  which  the  Bureau  paid  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  each.  Of  the  other  three 
houses  in  this  District  which  the  Bureau  aid- 
ed in  building,  two  were  outside  the  city  at 
"Good  Hope,''  and  the  other  was  for  the 
schools  of  the  Baptist  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety which  had  purchased  a  site  on  I  street. 
near  19th. 

In  all  the  cases  enumerated,  the  school- 
houses  would  not  have  been  undertaken  with- 
out the  aid  of  the  Bureau,  and  the  schools 
would  consequently,  have  continued  to  oc- 
cupy  inconvenienl  and  unhealthy  rooms  un- 
til the  present  time,  if  not  for  a  much  longer 
period. 

Most  of  the  schools  in  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia are  now  comfortably  provided  for. 
During  the  present  school  term  some  gov- 
ernment buildings  will  be  used,  and  rent  for 
a  few  rooms  chiefly  for  night  schools  for 
adults  will  be  paid  by  the  Bureau.  After 
that  the  probabilities  are  that  all  the  expen- 
ses of  these  schools  will  be  paid  out  ot  the 
public  school  fund. 

An  effort  was  made  last  winter  to  secure  a 
complete  revision  of  the  common  school  sys 
teni  of  the  Distrid  by  acl  of  Congress.  In 
the  bills  proposed,  all  the  schools,  white  and 
colored,  were  put  upon  the  same  basis  and 
under  one  set  of  officers.  Such  a  law  is 
greatly  needed. 

Schools  in  .Van/land.— in  the  State  ot 
Maryland  the  present  law  allows,  forthesup- 
port  of  public  Bchools  for  colored  children, 
thai  pari  of  the  school  fund  derived  from  the 
taxes  paid  by  colored  people.

A  hall  on  Louisiana  Avenue  has  been  rented 
for  it  by  this  Bureau.  A  large  building 
known  us  ''Clerk's  Barracks,"  onthecorner 
'_"_'nd  and  I  streets,  was  also  turned  rj 
Dr.  Turney.  April  1,  1867,  tor  the  purposes 
of  this  Institution,  as  far  as  he  should,  (in 
,  onnection  with  other  educational  wot 
the  freed  people,  in  which  he  and  Mrs.  E. 
Turney  were  engaged,)  require  its  use.  The 
report  of  the  Bureau  Superintendent,  says  of 
the  Theological  Institute:  ,-I  do  not  know 
ihe  average  attendance  of  the  class,  nor  the 
amount  of  progress  made,  as  it  has  not  been 
regularly  reported." 

Collegiate  Institute  for    F  is  the

Howard  University — in  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, was  chartered  by  Act  of  Congress 
approved  March  '_'.  l - 

A  tract  of  land  of  some  one  hundred  and 
fifty  acres  was  purchased  just  beyond  the 
boundary  of  this  city  on  the  east  side  of  7th 
street,  affording  one  of  the  choicest  sib  for 
an  extensive  institution  oflearning.  By  sell 
ing  a  portion  at  an  advance  upon  the  CO  t,  a 
fund  was  realized  more  than  sufficient  to  meet 
all  the  payments  on  the  original  purcha  e 
and  at  the  same  time  enough  land  was  reserv 

ed  for  the  wants  of  the  University.     The  Nor 

mal  and  Preparatory  Departments  were  open 
ed  on  the  first  of  May  in  a  commodious  build 
ing  near  the  I'nivcrsity  grounds,  provided 
for  the  purpose  by  this  Bureau.  (See  pros- 
pectus Appendix  "  E.") 

A  competent  and  experienced  instructor. 
Rev.  E.  F.  Williams,  had  charge  of  the 
school  the  first  term,  his  salary  paid  by  the 
American  Missionary  Society:  thus  enabling 
this  department  of  the  University  to  open 
without  any  charge  of  tuition. 

There  were  upwards  of  fiftyscholars  in  at- 
tendance, so  that  an  assistant  became  neces- 
sary, and  Miss  Julia  Lord,  an  accomplished 
teacher  of  the  American    Freedmen's  Com- 
m,  was  transferred  to  this  school.  The 
second  term   commenced   favorably   on  the 
October   instant,  with  sixty-six  stu- 
under  John  II.

Besides  great  improvement  in  the  several 
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branches  taught,  other  good  results  have  been 
attained  j  the  destitute  have  obtained  cloth- 
ing for  their  labor  in  lieu  of  receiving  ii  as 
charity  ;  partial  employment  has  been  afford- 
ed many  who  from  teeblene  land  other  caus- 
r  beyond  their  control  have  been  unable  to 
secure  regular  employment,  but  have  thus 
been  rendered  in  a  measure  self-dependent. 
In  one  school  twenty  of  the  women  arc  over 
ixty  five  years  of  age. 

The  clothing  manufactured  in  the  schools 
under  the  Bureau  has  been  distributed  to  the 
entirely  destitute,  gratuitously  ;  the  same  dis 
position  was  made  of  thai  manufactured  in 
other  schools  from  material  derived  from 
benevolent  source  i,  mil.'  i  i lie  recipients 
were  able  to  pay  its  cost.  Some  of  the  schools 
have  gained  considerable  revenue  from  the 
latter  source,  which  has  finally  accrued  to  the 
benefil  of  the  more  dependent. 

The  thirst  of  the  children  for  intellectual 
knowledge  is  equaled  by  the  desire  of  the 
adults  to  become,  familiar  with  the  branches 
of  industry  taught.  One  teacher  remarks: 
"  During  the  first  school  year  ten  freed  wo- 
men, '  field  hands'  in  shivery,  cut  and 
made  nearly  three  hundred  pairs  men's 
pants.  Others  learned  to  do  fine  sewing, 
made  fine  linen  shirts  beautifully.  To-day 
a  woman  came  with  thanks  for  having  been 
taught  so  much  that  she  can  earn  three  dol- 
lars per  week  with  her  needle.  She  prefers 
it  to  the  shovel.  This  is  one  of  many  instan- 
ces. " 

It  has  not  been  considered  expedient  to 
retain  any  in  these  schools  for  which  regular 
employment  could  be  found,  and  all  the  teach- 
er- use  constant  efforts  to  find  permanent  sit- 
uations for  those  under  their  chai'ge.  Con- 
ducted in  this  manner  the  schools  have,  as  a 
whole,  been  a,  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  work 
of  the  Bureau,  though  varying  greatly  in  the 
extent  of  their  usefulness. 

A  building  for  a  permanent  industrial 
school  which  has  been  in  operation  for  more 
than  a  year  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Su 
san  Walker,  wdio  donates  her  time  and  labor. 
is  being  erected  by  this  Bureau  at  a  cost  of 
upwards  two  thousand  dollars.

LAND. 

The  abandoned  and  confiscated  lands 
in  Virginia  upon  the  last  annual  report 
were  dropped  from  our  returns  on  the  trans- 
fer of  jurisdiction  of  that,  State.  Otdy  one 
abandoned  farm  in  St.  Mary's  county,  Mary- 
land, remained  in  possession  of  this  Bureau 
at  dale  of  thai  report.  On  the  fifth  of  De 
cember.  1866,  that  was  relinquished  to  its 
owner  who  had  received  rent  for  it  during  the 
previous  season.  The  government  buildings 
and  other  property  were  mostly  sold  at  auc- 
tion ;  the  school-house  was  removed  to  St. 
Joseph's  church.  The  able-bodied  people, 
including  manywomen  and  children,  through 
the  assistance  of  this  Bureau,  were  provided 
with  homes  and  employment  in  Maryland, 
Virginia  and  at  the  North.  A  fewpermanent 
ly  disabled  andinfirm  were  transferred  to  the 
u  Home  "  at  Arlington. 

R(  nting  and  sale  of  Land  io  Freedmen. — 
Arlington. — No  part  of  the  Arlington  estate 
has  been  cultivated  as  a  "government  farm" 
the  past,  season.  Three  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-six acres  have-  been  rented  to  forty-eight 
freedmen,  chiefly  heads  of  families,  in  lots 
generally  of  five  or  ten  acres  each.  Some 
of  this  hind  had  never  been  under  cultivation 
before,  the  wood  having  been  cut  from  it 
during  the  war,  and  required  considerable 
labor  in  clearing.  The  assiduity  of  these 
freedmen,  however,  has  been  equal  to  the 
task,  and  fair  crops  are  the  reward  of  their 
hard  work. 

Most  of  those  renting  land  live  in  the  ten 
emeni    at  Freedmen's  Village,  payingamod- 

erate  renl  for  them.     There  are  besides  tl 

required  for  the  dependents  of  the  '•Home," 

upward,-;  of  one  hundred  of  these  houses  of 
two  rooms  each,  creeled  fur  the  freedmen  by 
the  quartermaster's  department  in  1863. 

These  tenements  would  be  comparatively 
worthies  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for 
which  they  were  constructed,  but  afford  to 
the  freedmen  comfortable  homes.  In  view 
of  the  difficulty,  if  not  impossibility,  of  their 
purchasing  other  land  in  this  vicinity,  and 
for  many  general  reasons  of  the  benefits  to 
them  and  good  economy  I'm- the  government, 
too  tiumerou  t  to  mention  here,  I  would  rec- 
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ommend  thai  authority   I"'  procured 
the  land  of  the  Arlington  e  itate  to  the  more 
enterprising  heads  of  familie  in  homi 
of  ten  acres  each. 

Hani/  Farm.  By  virtue  of  Special  Or 
.  ..  Gl,  War  Department,  Bureau  I.'.. 
P.  ami  A.  I...  dated  April  23.  1867,  a  fund 
was  set  apart  for  the  benefll  of  certain  insti- 
tutions of  learning  for  refugees  and  freed- 
men  in  accordance  with  the  Act  ofCoi 
approved  March  2,  1867,  and  was  transfer- 
rea  to  certain  responsible  truste<  to  be  in 
vested  by  them  "with  a  view  to  relieving  the 
immediate  aece  sities  of  a  cla  of  ]  > <  ><  n-  col 
ored  people  in  the  I ):  I  rid  of  Columbia  by 
rental  of  land,  by  sale  with  deferred  pay- 
ments, or  in  such  other  way  as  their jude- 
menl  shall  direcl  for  this  purpose ;  providea, 
all  proceeds,  interest  or  monies  received 
from  rental  or  sale  over  and  above  nei 
expenses  shall  be  annually  transferred  to  the 
said  institutions."  Accordingly  some  three 
hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  werepurchas- 
ed,  called  the  ■•  Barry  Farm,"  situated  next 
north  of  the  land,  of  the  St.  Elizabeth  In 
sane  Asylum.  It  was  surveyed  and  plotted 
under  the  direction  of  this  Bureau  in  lots  of 
one  acre  each,  and  sales  to  freedmen  are  now 
being  made.  One  hundred  and  eighty  lots 
have  already  been  sold.  That  portion  situ- 
ated upon  the  west  Bide  of  the  road  to  the 
St.  Elizabeth  Asylum,  being  about  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  acres,  is  under  Lease 
till  January  1,  L868,  and  consequently  can- 
ii. ii  lie  sold  before  that  date.  .Many  applica- 
tions have  been  made  I'm-  this  portion,  indi- 
cating a  ready  sale  as  soon  as  it  shall  lie 
open.  The  plan  pursued  by  direction  of  the 
trustees  has  been  to  sell  on  "contracts  to 
convey"  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  from 
July  1,  1867,  requiring  equal  month] 
ments  ami  stipulating  a  forfeiture  of  the  Lot 
on  failure  to  pay  a-'  agreed. 

A  considerable  amount  has  been  expended 
in  opening   roads   sufficiently   to  enable  the 
settlers   to    transport    the    lumber    for   their 
to  their  respective  lots.     This  Bureau 
ha--  also  furnished  a  Limited   amount  oflum 
ber  to  each  of  the  purchasers,  and   appoint-

A  moderate  rent,  generally  about  one-third 
of  amount  paid  for  the  shanties  they  have 
Left,  is  charged  for  these  rooms.  Strict  san- 
itary regulations  are  enforced,  and  the  adult 
people  are  in  this  way  brought  together  in  a 
community  accessible  to  education  in  night, 
industrial  and  sabbath  schools. 

The  annual  rent  paid  for  the  land  upon 
which  these  barracks  stand  is,  $5,756  08. 

The  rent  received  from  the  occupants  from 
Octoberl.  1866,  to  October  1, 1867, wa    -  I.

A  considerable  amount  has   been  expend 
ed  in  litling  up  these  tenements  and  keeping 
them  in  repair. 

At  Freedmen's   Village,    Arlington,   the 

number  of  families  renting  tenements  has 
been  reduced  during  the  year  from 250 to 65. 
This  was  done  in  pursuance  of  an  order  from 
these  headquarters  that  no  families  should  be 
allowed  to  occupy  these  tenements  except 
those  having  visilde  means  of  livelihood  in 
the  vicinity.  Of  those  who  have  vacated  un- 
der this  order  some  have  been  provided  with 
homes  by  aid  of  the  Bureau  employment  of- 
md  the  rest  have  moved  into  Washing- 
ton or  Georgetown,  or  the  surrounding  coun-

Employment  Ojfic*  .  <  (wing  to  the  large 
accumulation  of  freed  people  in  the  Distrid 
of  Columbia,  still  far  exceeding  the  demand 
for  labor,  the  measures  adopted  lasl  year  for 
I'm. I'm;:  employment  and  homes  for  them  else- 
wherehavebeencontiuucd,andgreat  exertions 
have  been  made  to  induce  as  many  as  possi 
ble  to  go  away.  The  employment  office  in 
this  citj  were  increased  to  five,  and  the  agents 
accordingly :  the  active  co  operation  of  aid 
societies  was  secured  in  the  North-wesl  and 
East;  a  room  was  rented  al  Jersey  City  for 
the  temporary  accommodation  of  those  pass- 
ing through  New  York,  and  similar  arrange- 
ments were  made  at  Hartford.  Providence, 
and  Boston,  and  agents  appointed  usually  un- 
der the  auspices  ofsomeaid  society,  who  sus- 
tained branch  employment  offices  in  connec- 
tion with  those  in  Washington.  There  have 
been  branch  offices  also  in  some  other  places 
in  the  North.  A  home  for  children  while  their 
mothers  should  be  out  at  service,  was  estab- 
lished in  Brooklyn,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
African   Civilization  Society.     An  industrial 

school  for  colored  girls  at  Cambridge 't, 

,in  charge  ofMiss  AnnaLowell,  was  made 
a  temporary  home  for  women  with  children, 
until  they  should  be  sent  to  the  places  where 
permanent  employment  hadlieen  offered, and 
operated  besides  as  an  intelligence  office  for 
persons  seeking  colored  domestics.

ASYLUMS. 

The  operations  of  this  Bureau  hitherto 
described,  relate  to  the  able-bodied,  such 
as  ought  to  be  entirely  self-supporting,  and 
will  doubtless  soon  become  so.  Then-  i. 
besides  these,  a  class  comprising  the  aged 
and  infirm  and  permanently  disabled,  and 
orphan  children,  who  will  necessarily  con- 
tinue to  be  a  public  charge.  As  many  of  this 
clas  .  previous  to  the  war,  were  not  residents 
,,f  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  local  au- 
thorities decline  to  support  them.  It,  would 
be  impracticable  to  send  them  to  be  provided 
for  by  the  counties  of  the  various  States 
where  they  were  born  in  slavery,  even  were 
there  any  ground  for  believing  the  county  au- 
thorities would  consent  to  receive  and  can- 
tor them. 

Arlington  Asylum.—  Under  these  circum- 
stance :,  an  asylum  for  the  above  class, except 
the  orphans,  has  been  established  at  "  Freed-

entchargejof  Brevcl  Lt.  Col.  Robert  Reyburn, 
id  in  I Ihief.

Application  wa  re 
cently  made  to  the  Mayor  of  Washington  for 
the  city  to  assume  care  of  the  sick  in  hos 
pital.  '  He  declared  this  to  be  utterly  impos- 
sible al  the  present  time. 

Cleansing  of  Tern  math  ami.  Localities  of 
Freednn  >/■  The  good  results  attained  last 
year,  and  tin-  expectation  of  epidemic  dis 

e,  were  deemed  sufficient  reasons  to  re- 
peat during  the  past  summer,  the  sanitary 
work  mentioned  under  this  head  in  my  last^ 
annual  report.  According  to  tin'  opinion  of 
the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  the  excellenl  sanitary 
condition  of  tin'  cities  and  their  entire  ex 
eruption  from  disease,  in  epidemic  form, 
should  be  largely  attributed  to  these  pn  an 
ions. 

Tin'  work  was  begun  .hun'  7.  and   com 
pleted  August  8.     Tin.'  agent   in  ch 
was  assisted  bya  member  of  the  city  sanitary 
police,  detailed  by  the  proper  civil   officer, 
and  his  efforts  were  also  seconded  by  other 
co-operation  of  the  municipal  authorities.

The  fact  -a  -  I  hey  appear  from  the  retui  a 
made  by  .Mr.  Hambleton  to  the  writ,  and  by 
bis  verbal  statement  made  in  Court,  and  ad- 
mitted as  part  of  the  return,  arc  substan 
tially  as  follows  : 

The  petitioner,  Elizabeth  Turner,  a  young 
person  of  color,  and  her  mother,  were,  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  the  Maryland  Constitu- 
tion of  L864,  slaves  of  the  respondent.  That 
Constitution  went  into  operation  on  the  1st 
of  November,  L864,and  prohibited  slavery. 
Almost  immediately  thereafter  many  of  tin- 
freed  people  of  Talbot  County  were  collected 
together  under  some  local  authority,  the  na- 
ture of  which  does  not  clearly  appear,  and 
the  younger  persons  ware  bound  as  appren- 
tices usually  if  not  always  to  their  late  mas- 
ters. Among  others,  Elizabeth,  the  peti- 
tioner, was  apprenticed  to  llambleton.  by 
an  indenture,  dated  on  the  3d  ofNovember, 
two  days  after  the  new  Constitution  went 
into  operation.

In  former  reports  I  have  dwelt  upon  the 
evils  inseparable  from  the  use  of  the  jail  in 
this  city.  Provision  has  now  been  made  lor 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  building.  But  no 
adequate  institution  for  the  reformation  of 
juvenile  offenders  has  yet  been  established. 
The  one  which  has  been  started  near  George- 
town, under  the  auspicesof  worthy  citizens, 
if  properly  endowed  and  opened  to  all  with- 
out distinction  of  color,  would  prove  highly 
beneficial  to  the  community,  and  '.<-,, uld  re- 
claim many  youths  who  otherwise  will  be- 
come hardened  in  crime. 

Outside  of  the  cities  a  gradual  but  marked 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  freed 
people  has  taken  place  during  the  past  year. 
In  some  sections  there  has  been  a  general 
change  from  the  plan  of  monthly  wages  to 
that  of  a  Bhare  of  the  crop,  or  that  of  rent- 
ing land.
